real and dangerous sre related consequences. Furthermore, the isplementation 
of SDI is « most gross violation of obligations pledged by the USA in the 
Anti-Missile Defense (AMD) Treaty, comcleded in 1972. 


Reflecting amziety of the Americans themselwes in relation to Washington's 
plans for @iliterization of space, the PROGRESS magazine writes that ewen the 
scientists participeting in the creation of the space “shield” hawe arrived to 
the comclusion that mo technology is capeble of prowiding total detense {roe 
missiles. The magazine also quotes the words of P. Aldridge, gilitery suclear 
weapons specialist, that, “Although the American people sre made to believe 
that the ‘star wars" program is of « defensive seture, it is far trom being 
so.” 


During these days, 0.5. Vice President G. Sush, who is voyaging throughout the 
Olé World cowntries, hed also to emcownter « negetive attitude to the ower- 
publicized “star” enticement of the White Howse. The “star wars” program has 
mot met such degree of understanding in Europe that Washington counted upon, 
be e@mitted om the ewe of his trip. To perswade SATO allies and instill thee 
with Americen understanding of the isswe, Bush set off om « tour through Vest 
Ewropean capitals.
